One of the most enthusiastic meetings 
ever held in this city was that which was 
held by the Independent Republicans last 
night, at the old pavilion, to protest against 
the outrageous frauds perpetrated at the 
primary election held in this city on Satur­ 
day last, and to take measures to rid the 
party of ring rule in the future. Fully five 
hundred prom inent Republican voters were 
present, and the utm ost harm ony prevailed- 
The meeting represented the best elements 
of the Republican party in the city, and al; 
present seemed animated with the same 
desire—to m aintain the principles of the 
Republican party, to put down boss rule 
and corrupt practices, and to uphold the 
purity of the ballot-box. 
The meeting was called to order at 8 
o’clock by VV. H. Beatty, who spoke as fol­ 
lows : 
“ Fellow citizens: Circumstances seem to 
have indicated that it w as proper for me to 
call this meeting to order, and it is a duty 
which I find a very pleasant one to per­ 
form. It is perhaps well that I should 
state in general terms, although 


OBJECT OF THE MEETING 
Is so well known, how it happened that 
you are called together on this occasion. 
All of you who have lived here for eight 
or ten years past have witnessed on nu ­ 
merous occasions the defeat, through the 
machinations of those who make politics a 
trade, of the legitimate efforts of the citi­ 
zens of Sacramento to obtain a fair ex­ 
pression of the will of the majority in the 
nomination of party candidates. Such ef­ 
forts as these, being 
successful, have a 
natural and inevitable tendency everywhere 
to 
go 
from 
bad 
to 
worse! 
Let 
the attempt of corrupt politicians succeed 
once in defeating the will of the peeple, 
and subverting the public interests to the 
selfish and corrupt schemes of those who 
make their living out of politics, and it 
tempts them to a bolder and more llagrant 
outrage upon the same rights at the next 
opportunity. And so we see from a small 
beginning it goes on from had to worse, 
until we reach such results as we have re­ 
cently seen illustrated in the action of the 
City Convention of the Republican party, 
where a delegation from the Fourth Ward 
of this city, notoriously and confessedly 
elected, not by the votes of the Republicans 
of that ward, but by the hired and im ­ 
ported tools brought from the outside, was 
admitted to a seat upon the tioor, in pursu­ 
ance of a plan deliberately concocted for 
overriding the wishes of a majority of the 
people of this city in the nomination of 
our public officers, and putting in those 
places, where those only ought to be 
who are approved by the general senti­ 
m ent of the people, men who, if they 
carried out the design tor which they were 
put there, may convert the Fire Depart­ 
ment of this city into an organization 
which will have for its purpose, not the 
putting out of tires and decreasing the 
rates of insurance here, but the carrying 
out, as an organized political machine, of 
the schemes of the parties who, without 
such motive, would never have taken so 
much trouble to succeed in organizing that 
department and subjecting it to its control. 
“ Now, gentlemen, because 1 took a some­ 
what prom inent part in the protest which 
was made against the action of that Con­ 
vention, 1 suppose it was that a num ber of 
citizens of Sacramento asked me if there 
was not something that could be done to 
mark our reprobation ot proceedings of 
that character, and in pursuance of sug­ 
gestions of others, and in co-operation with 
others, I was instrum ental in the publica- ( 
tion of the call which has led to your 
assembling here. 
"Now, gentlemen, I have no programme. 
I have no particular plan. All that I wish 
is that something may be done which will 


TEACH THESE TRICKSTERS A LESSON, 
So that for the future they will find no 
profit in carrying ont schemes of this kind 
and will naturally stop it. [Applause.] 
“ The call for this meeting was addressed 
to those who condemn the aetioD of the 
City Convention, and who are desirous of 
(ioing something to mark their disapproba­ 
tion. Before 1 put any motion or receive 
any nomination for Chairman, I desire to 
request that those who are in sympathy 
with the objects of the meeting take their 
places here in front, and those who do not 
subscribe to our purpose will repair to the 
outside, so that 1 may know who to recog­ 
nize as members of this meeting.” 
All present were evidently in sympathy 
with '.he objects of the meeting, for no one 
took a back seat. 


PERMANENT OFFICERS. 
Jam es McNasser nominated for Perm a­ 
nent Chairman James O. Funston, of the 
Fourth V/ard, and he was elected unani­ 
mously. 
Mr. Funston ascended the stand, and 
upon being introduced by Judge Beatty 
was received with a round of applause. 
He addressed the meeting briefly, thanking 
them for the honor conferred upoD him, 
and assuring them that he would do all in 
his power to advance the interests of the 
cause. He was ready to devote all his en­ 
ergies to maintain the pnrity of the ballot- 
box and put down corruption. H is re­ 
marks called forth warm applause. 
W . R. Strong nominated the following 
gentlemen as Secretaries and they were 
unanim ously elected : First W ard, G. W. 
Ficks; Second Ward, E. A. Crouch: Third 
W ard, A. S. Hopkins; Fourth Ward, A. B.

RESOLUTIONS. 
VV. H. Beatty then offered the following 
preamble and resolutions, w hici he read 
amid a storm of applause : 
Whereas, The legitim ate efforts of the voters 
of Sacram ento city to secure a lair expression of 
the will of the m ajority in the selection of can­ 
didates for m nnicipal offices have been again 
and again defeated by the corrupt m achinations 
of those who m ake politics their tra d e ; and 
whereas, such practices have an inevitable ten­ 
dency to more and more flagrant, insolent and 
reckless outrage npon the just rights of those 
law-abiding citizens who scruple to engage in 
contests where success rewards only those wt o 
are superior in the use of dishonorable appli­ 
ances ; and whereas, the action of the receDt 
City Convention of the Republican parte, in ad­ 
m itting as representatives of the Fourth Ward 
a delegation notoriously and confessedly elected 
by the votes of hired and im ported ruffians, in 
pursuance of a deliberate schem e to defeat- 
the known wishes of the m ajority in order to 
subordinate the interests of the people to the 
selfish and corrupt purposes of a ring, has 
clearly dem onstrated the necessity of resorting 
to some heroic rem edy for a condition of 
affairs that hag become u nendurable; and, 
whereas, it has become m anifest th at such

Rcsohxd, T hat in the opinion of this m eeting 
it is the im perative duty of all citizens having 
at heart the cause cf clean, honest and econom­ 
ical adm inistration of public affairs, purity, 
fairness and decency in the conduct of elections, 
and the elevation of the public m orals, to 
do all in their power to defeat the ticket nomi-. 
nated by a packed and fraudulent Convention 
On motion of P. H. Dodge the resolu­ 
tions were unanim ously adopted. 


GROVE L. JOHNSON SPEAKS. 
In response to loud calls from all parts of 
the house, Hon. Grove L. Johnson as­ 
cended the platform and spoke as follows : 
"Fellow citizens: I am exceedingly pleased 
to see so large an assemblage of tlie repre­ 
sentative Republicans of the city of Sacra­ 
mento assembled here upon so short a 
notice to take action upon this im portant 
matter. I am free to confess that in this 
m atter my duty has not been entirely plain 
to me. 
At first, having participated in the 
deliberations of the late Republican City 
Convention, having occupied its time with 
some remarks, having had the honor to be 
Chairman of its Committee on Resolutions, 
having obtained from that Committee on 
Resolutions the passage of a resolution pledg­ 
ing the Republican party in the future to give 
us an honest and a square and a fair and a 
legal primary at city elections, it at first 
seemed to me that it was my duty, as a 
member of the Convention, and a mem­ 
ber of the party, to quietly say no more 
and to vote, if I voted at all, for the ticket 
that had been placed in nomination. 
But 
when I learned, as I did after the Conven­ 
tion adjourned, of the deliberate attem pt 
made to suppress the minority of the com­ 
mittee on contested seats; of the deliberate 
attem pt made to prevent that minority 
from having the privilege of presenting á 
minority report; when J saw the will of 
the people of the Third W ard defeated by 
th3 voice of 


TWO PROXIES STOLEN 
From the delegates of that ward [ap­ 
plause]; when I saw the First W ard delega­ 
tion voting solidly at the command of the 
local boss of this city, walking up like 
sheep to the slaughter, like cattle with 
halters aiound their necks—and doing the 
bidding of that man ; when I reflected upon 
the many times that this thing in the past 
had been condoned by the Republican 
party, and that no improvement was per­ 
ceptible iu the conduct of the bosses, or 
the would-be bosses of the party, it seemed 
to me then that my duty as a 
citi­ 
zen of Sacramento, as a member of the 
Republican party, proud of the party; 
as one who bad in times past received hon­ 
ors at the hands of the Republican party ; 
as one who desired to labor for the success 
of the Republican party in the future, and 
as one who had an idea of what was right 
and wrong as between man and man—what 
was right and wrong with regard to a po­ 
litical p arty ; it seemed to me that my 
duty, and the duty of every Republican 
that loved bis party and his country, is to 
defeat the ticket that was nominated by 
that fraudulent Convention. 
[Applause.] 
We shall do it as Republicans ; we shall do 
it as men desiring to promote the welfare 
and augment the prosperity and add to the 
principles atid the votes of the Republican 
party. 
[Applause.] We shall do it as cit­ 
izens of ¡Sacramento interested in the effort 
to wrest the politics of Sacramento from 
the control of 
A CORRUPT RING, 
And place it where it ought tobe pDced. iu 
the hands of the taxpayers of Sacramento 
city. We shall do it, not because we have 
personal feeling with reference to any of 
the candidates nominated upon that ticket, 
and most of them are personal friends of 
mine, whom I esteem and respect, but they 
are like the old story of dog Tray—they are 
in mighty bad company at present. They 
represent not the Republican party. Id e ry 
emphatically that the candidates put forth 
by that Convention last Monday night 
represent the Republican party of Sacra­ 
mento. They represent the corner of Sec­ 
ond and J streets in this city, and nothing 
else. 
[Applause.] 
They represent the 
‘ bosses ’ of the city. They represent the 
political ringsters and tricksters of Sacra­ 
mento 
city 
that 
have 
made 
the 
Republican 
party 
a 
hiss, 
a 
by­ 
word, 
and 
a 
scoff 
throughout 
the S ta ted California. 
[Applause.] They 
represent to-day all that is low and wicked 
and vile in the Republican party. They 
represent to-day the expressions ot the men 
who said they were in favor of the admis­ 
sion of that delegation ; that inasmuch as 
there was fraud on both sides we might as 
well let the bovs in, because they had 
cheated more than the other side. They 
represent that feeling in a m an’s mind, 
which, if carried into business, would de­ 
stroy i t ; which, if carried into politics, cer­ 
tainly destroy; i —namely that fraud, if suc­ 
cessful, becomes something to boast of, and 
something to benefit the party. 
“ This is not a new matter in Sacra­ 
mento. In 1884 an effort was made tocatry 
and to have a ticket run in the First Ward 
in this city, for the purpose of having the 
representative Republicans of that ward 
heard and felt in the Convention, and at 
that they were smothered down. They 
were refused a representation in the Board 
of Election. They were refused an inspec­ 
tion of the ballot-box ; they were refused 
any of their rights as Republicans and citi 
zens and voters, and the man who did the 
work at that time has reaped the reward 
due him, by being spewed outof the mouth 
of the ‘bosses’ him self: and I apprehend, 
gentlemen, that 


THE LESSON OF TH E FAST 
W ill be repeated in the future, and that the 
men who in this last City Convention did 
the work of the ‘ bosses ’ and the ringsters 
of this city, will, whenever they become, 
as they have now become, odious to the 
people, be spewed out of the mouths of 
the ’ bosses,’ and none will be left to do 
them reverence. 
" I t is necessary for us, however, to 
act, 
You have passed resolutions here 
with 
which 
I 
had 
nothing 
to 
do. 
Resolutions that I knew nothing of, except 
that I expected resolutions would he pre­ 
sented. 
You have passed them, as a friend 
of mine sitting beside me in the hall said, 
unanimously. Now, having passed those 
resolutions, 
it 
becomes 
the duty of 
every 
man 
who 
is 
in 
favor 
of 
those 
resolutions 
to 
see 
that 
they become a success. 
Now the best 
method to accomplish that is not for me to 
say. There are two or three ways which 
occur to me in which we could act as a 
power and a force. I will not state any of 
them or name any of them. So far as I 
am individually concerned, I am willing to 
do that which the majority of the people 
who sympathize with me "in this m atter 
decide ; but I apprehend that organized 
effort is much better than individual action. 
I apprehend that this body here of 400 or 
500 Republicans can act better through the 
medium of some body smaller than itself, 
selected by itself, than it can il you all act 
together. 
Some of you m ay- have one 
view ; come another. It occursto me that it 
would be the part of prudence, it would be 
the part of wisdom, for this meeting to, in 
some manner, appoint an Executive Com­ 
mittee who should take charge of the 
campaign, who should see to it that the 
work was done, who should see to it that 
next Tuesday, at least, there will be a fair 
election and an honest count of the votes. 
[W ild applause.] That can only be done 
through the medium of a committee, it 
seems to me, and while I make no motion 
upon the matter, while I am simply here 
in response to your generous call to say 
something, which I feel you all believe, ye't 
I make the suggestion to you that there 
ought to be some means adopted by which 
this movement, which now seems of to-day, 
can be made permanent and effectual for 
good in the future. I am one of those who 
believe that had there been an Executive 
Committee of the 


INDEPENDENT REPUBLICANS 
Of Sacramento city in existence last Satur­ 
day, there would have been an honest pri­ 
mary, a fair ballot and an honest count iu 
the Fourth W ard. 
Because they would 
have been afraid of the committee; be­ 
cause they would have said to themselves : 
• Unless we do give an honest primary, a 
fair ballot and an honest count, that Com­ 
mittee of the Independent Republicans 
will

something.

urday an executive committee representing 
the independent Republicans of this city, 
we would have been spared the work that 
we are doing to-night.

" And, right here, let me say a word with 
reference to what I heard said to-night bv

to defeat the party because it would hurt at 
the Presidential election.

! children, and it has been my lot at times to ¡ 
punish a child, not because I loved the 
: child less, but because I wished to correct I 
j him for the error he had committed, and ! 
; to remind him that he m ust do better in j 
i the future. 
[Applause ] You who are : 
j fathers will understand and recognize the 
j fact when I say that it usually resulted in 
: good. 
We are here at this time not to in­ 
! jure the Republican party. 
We are not to 
do anything which will in any m anner 
detract from its standing, from its success, 
from its goodness. 
We are here not to 
punish the Republican partv. We are here 
to 
BENEFIT AND PURIFY 
The Republican party by punishing these 
men who have wrested the control ot the 
party from the party itself, and are con­ 
trolling and managing the party for their 
own seífish ends, and not for the benefit of 
the party or the benefit of the country. 
[Applause.] 
In doing that we are doing 
good ; we are doing good to the party and 
to the people, and we ought to do it so 
effectually, that when they read the result 
of the election of Tuesday they will come 
to the conclusion that honesty is the best 
policy, and that it is profitable to give 
honest and square politics to the Republi­ 
cans of Sacramento city. [Applause.J 
“ Now. gentlemen, I will recall your 
attention to this fact that for the last four­ 
teen years there has not been a square pri­ 
mary held in the First Ward of Sacramento 
City. There has not been a chance for the 
Republicans of that ward iO express them ­ 
selves.

I suggest that because it is better 
that these matters be left in the hands of a 
committee composed of men not quite so 
numerous as we are to-night, who can act 
solely for the benefit of the party, and 
solely for the benefit of the independent 
Republicans, as a party. Applause.] 


SPEECH OF GENERAL A. L. HART. 
In response to persistent calls, General 
H art took the stand and said : 
"Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Citizens: This 
is not the first time 1 have appeared in this 
hall to address Republicans. 
I regret, 
indeed, the necessity which has called this 
assemblage of peopie together. 
1 presume 
that every man in this audience knows that 
personal and other relations would render 
it impossible for me to desire the defeat of 
the entire num ber of gentlemen who are on 
the Republican ticket, but at the same time 
I have for many years desired an opportu­ 
nity to express my independent sentim ents 
upon the subject of political management 
in Sacramento. I once had an opportunity, 
when my own interests were balanced in 
the scales, to stand up in front of the Re­ 
publican bosses and tell them that they had 


NO COLLAR AROUND MY NECK. 
[Great applause.] So long as that sort of 
management continues in this city, I shall 
accept as an humble citizen every oppor­ 
tunity that may be extended to m eto advo- 
I cate the dignity of American citizenship 
and the right of every man in a commu­ 
nity to be heard upon the management of 
¡ public affairs. 
[Loud applause ] 
I be­ 
lieve in independent individual judg­ 
ment.

every citizen was, to some extent, a gov- ¡ 
ernor: that each man had the right to his 
{ own independent judgment, and that no 
man who had at heart the institutions of 
which we boast, would desire to take into 
his own hands the reins and by himself 
create a one-man pow er; and so long as 
my judgment continues, so long as 1 retain 
luy reason, whatever may be the action 
of my friends. I shall enter my solemn 
' protest against any individual, either on 
account of wealth of intellect or pocket, 
undertaking the management of affairs 
without giving to each person a right to 
his judgm ent in the control of these affairs. 
[Applause.] I love to meet the people in 
their individual capacity. 
I like to see 
that sort of election which convinces of 
that which has been written in the Consti­ 
tution, that this is a Government of the 
people; that is not a Government of any 
one man power, and, as I have said before, 
never, so long as I retain my intellect, shall 
any one man nominate a ticket and tell me 
that I have got to support it. 
[Applause, 
aud cries of “ Good!”] 
"I claim the right of individual selection. 
I claim the right of individual tepresenta- 
tion. I claim the right of selecting my 
own servants, and I protest against these 
men who tell me that I may be permitted 
to vote.

sacredness of my own personal judgm ent. 
I am only asking as one citizen of this 
community to be heard, when the time for 
the people’s voice is to be heard.

General H art, continuing, said (we re­ 
gret that exigencies of tim e and space com­ 
pel condensation) that so long as men tell 
him who shall goto a Convention from this 
ward without consulting his neighbors;

primary ; that so long as the protest of de­ 
cent and respectable citizens cannot be 
heard against the casting of fraudulent , 
ballots ; so long as Conventions are made j 
up by selecting those only who assume to !

ELECT A CITY CENTRAL COMMITTEE, 
And reorganize the party so that Republi­ 
cans may hold it themselves, instead of 
giving it over into the hands of the bosses. 
[Immense applause.] 
He said he wanted 
no temporary m ovem ent.no experimental 
activity, but an agitation that will enable 
the people to take and hold the reins : go 
to the foundation of political power and 
restore to it its old vigor. [Applause.] Hede- 
clared that three-fourths of the Republicans 
of the Fourth Ward favored the ticket de­ 
feated at the primary. 
[Applause.] 
He 
wanted no countenance of frauds. They 
. m ust not be permitted to continue. 
He 
had nothing to say against the candidates 
nominated; some of them were his friends; 
he had no personal desire to see them de­ 


feated : it was not the ticket now up that 
he cared for, but he objected to this 
succession of frauds; the perpetuation 
of these bosses in power, who had called 
the primaries and fixed up the tickets; 
they had carried them by fraud and any 
other means in their power. H e thought 
the time had come for the perm anent or­ 
ganization of the independent Republican 
voters, so that the power might be wrested 
from the manipulators. 
Mr. H art’s speech was frequently inter­ 
rupted by rounds of applause, as he made 
telling poin ts against the bosses. 


FOR GOOD GOVERNMENT. 
W. H . Beatty then got the floor and said: 
“ In order to give a practical turn to our de­ 
liberations, 1 propose to make a motion 
which falls in with the suggestions made 
by General H art and Mr. Johnson. I 
move, Mr. President, that the Chair ap­ 
point af six gentlemen from each ward of 
the city, and one at large, which will make 
a committee of twenty-five. 
This is prob­ 
ably a little larger than such committees 
generally are, but I desire it to be repre­ 
sentative. I add to the motion that this 
committee be 
charged 
with the duty 
of selecting candidates to be voted for 
by the supporters of this movement at the 
coming election, and that they be invested 
with discretion to make that ticket ex­ 
clusively of Republicans, or if they think 
it more for the benefit of the cause which 
we are trying to help forward that they 
make up a mixed ticket of Republicans 
and Democrats, that may be supported by 
the citizens at large in the interest ot good 
government.” [Applause.] 
There were a dozen seconds to the mo­ 
tion, and it was unanimously carried. The 
Chair appointed the following com m ittee:

An interesting story 
leads up to the murder, in substance as fol­ 
lows : 
Two years ago H arry Daniels appeared 
in Grass Valley. 
He was well dressed, and 
told that he was the younger s. n of a noble 
family in England. He had plenty of 
money, which he spent freely, gave it as 
his intention to buy a ranch and settle 
down. 
He began paying attention to Miss 
Williams, of Grass Valley, one of the belles 
of the place, and W ill W illiams, her 
brother, was bis chum. 
In the course of 
time 
H E WOED AND WON 
Miss W illiams’ consent to marriage, and 
also that of the family, and under this 
promise he effected her ruin. 
When the 
condition of the girl became known Dan­ 
iels tied, and although the W illiams boys 
hunted for him he could not be found. 
The girl attempted suicide to hide her 
shame, but finally was persuaded to look 
upon herself as the innocent victim of the 
villain. 
A child was born to her a year 
ago, and after she was out of danger, Will, 
her brother, aud a younger son left Grass 
Valley and came to this county, going into 
the foothills and securing work in the 
Abbey mine. 


THE BROTHER MEETS TH E SEDUCER. 
W ill became a sort of Assistant Fore­ 
man, and one day last week went to 
H ildreth in search of men to work. As he 
entered Higgins’ saloon a man at the bar 
turned and called, “ Hello, Bill W illiams!

recognized Daniels, declined to drink, and 
being unarmed, to avoid a quarrel with 
Daniels, who was becoming abusive be­ 
cause he would not drink, he left the 
saloon and went back to the mine.

Wednesday he made another trip to H il­ 
dreth for men, and his younger brother 
accompanied him. 
Arriving there they 
were informed that Daniels left town and 
had gone to the McNally m ine to work. 


TH E BATTLE OPENS. 
The boys separated, and W ill went to 
Higgins’ saloon after the men. 
W hile he 
was standing at the end of the bar talking 
to the proprietor, in came Daniels. The 
latter at once began to abuse W illiams, at 
the same time putting his hand behind 
him . 
In the midst of his abuse the 
younger brother entered the saloon, and 
Danieis, without 
a 
word 
turned and 
sprung upon him. knocking him down, 
and then ran at Will W illiams, at the same 
time trying to pull his revolver, which bad 
caught in his pocket. 
As Daniels reached W illiams he grabbed 
the latter by the throat, and W illiams at 
once pulled a self-acting 38-caliber Ameri­ 
can bull-dog revolver and fired. Although 
close, the shot missed Daniels, and W ill­ 
iams fired a second shot quick, and

the W illiams boys and half a dozen spec­ 
tators came to this city.

It is a notorious fact that the air is full 
of distrust and suspicion concerning the 
protection of the ballot-box in Sacramento. 
W e yesterday pointed out that the glass 
ballot-box is an aid to fair dealing, a free 
ballot and an honest count. 
It was shown 
that in using the old-time tin abomina­ 
tions, we are twenty-five years behind the 
age in Sacramento. 
It is notorious that 
the belief is entertained, and that there are 
excellent reasons for it, that at the city 
election in 1887, fraudulent votes were east 
and counted in very large numliers. 
Now- 
then, if glass ballot-boxes will tend to pre­ 
vent fraud, why not have them at once? 
Since there is not tim e before the 175th 
inst. in which to procure the glass-globe 
ballot-boxes, let us ask the Trustees what 
probable objection can be raised to taking 
the eight tin boxes we now have, and in­ 
serting one glass side in each, by putting 
in plate glass, securely fixed in metal 
rabbits closed with solder, leaving sufficient 
frame work to m aintain the strength of 
the box ? 
The task is light, the cost 
nominal, the time ample in which to do 
the work well. 
Mayor Gregory and 
Trustees Jones and Ryan, what have you 
to say why this should not be done by your 
order at once, that every citizen in front of 
the polling booths may see, through the 
glass, the falling of every ballot? The 
Board, it is true, does not meet until Mon­ 
day next, but we apprehend that the 
Mayor can, if indeed it needs official 
sanction of all the Board, call it together 
at once and have this order made. 
If they 
are solicitious that the peopleshall not have 
cause to suspect treachery, and reason to cast 
th e blame of a fraudulent outcome U|>on 
the Board, the Trastees will not neglect 
this im portant subject, but order the work 
done to-day. 
It is remarkable that R e­ 
publican Sacramento should be so much 
behind Democratic Colusa in this matter, 
where the transparent ballot-box has been 
in use for more than two decades. 
N ext 
Tuesday an election is to be held in this 
city, in which the bosses running both par­ 
ties have everything at stake. 
If they 
catch the faintest odor of possible defeat 
they will not stickle at any means to com­ 
pass their ends. 
They have not hesitated 
before, they will not now. 
The voting of 
dead men it may not be easy to prevent; 
the corpses of the ancient G reat Register 
will stalk abroad on election day, and only 
courageous vigilance can prevent them 
from depositing ballots to “kill” the votes 
of living men. 
It is possible, indeed easy 
for corrupt inspector, and judges to change 
a voter’s ballot before his very eyes, and it 
has been done; but with the glass ballot- 
box no inspector or judge can, with any 
degree of safety, drop into the box more 
ballots'than are actually presented at the 
bar of the jiolling-booth. 
W e probably 
must endure the resurrection of the corpses, 
but at least give the people the opportu­ 
nity to see that they deposit but one ballot, 
for certainly the most active of corpses 
should be granted no more political privi­ 
leges than a living man. 
Furtherm ore it 
is neccssarv that it may be made certain 


that no ballot is dropped into a box ex­ 
cept there stands in front of it at the time 
a voter who has offered it. 
W e repeat, 
the Trustees owe i t to themselves and to 
the people to do a little effective glazing 
in the face of tlt-e city ballot-boxes before 
Tuesday next. 
Again, do Messrs. Gregory, 
Jones and Ryan propose to do it, or let the 
old order—corruption—go on? 


E M P E R O R W IL L IA M . 


W ilhelm Friedrich Ludwig, King of 
Prussia and Emperor of Germany, is dead. 
It is not a startling event, because so long 
expected, and because the close of his re­ 
markably extended life must have been 
soon reached. 
B ut in its political aspect 
it is a death that may so result as to shake 
the foundations of European monarchism, 
lie leaves the crown of the strongest 
em pire of civilization to a son who is 
him self lielieved to be upon the verge of 
the grave, and whose successor in turn is a 
feeble youth of inexperience, and likely to 
liecome the pliable instrum ent of what­ 
ever strong mind is thrown into closest 
relationship with him. 
But of specula­ 
tion upon the results of the death of the 
Emperor we shall have enough, and pres­ 
ently. 
Kaiser W illiam was born March 22, 
1737, and has kept in life’s harness for 
almost ninety-one years. 
From early 
youth his tastes were of a 
m ilitary 
cast, and he became known while yet 
heir apparent to the thronejof Prussia as 
of warlike spirit. 
H e was the open and 
avowed enemy of republicanism of any 
form from the time he entered the Diet of 
1847, and suppressed the insurrection of 
1848, until the latest day of his political 
activity. 
The democratic principle found 
no favor in his eyes; indeed, he had no 
true conception of it, and it was to him 
simply a menace to the dogma of the 
divine right of Kings. 
H e was rigidly 
loyal to monarchism, sternly faithful to its 
claims and uncompromising in his views 
of the necessity for and the right of 
monarchs. 
He came to the Prussian throne in Jan ­ 
uary, 1861. 
From that moment a com­ 
pact and perfect union of German States 
became his chief aim. 
H is master stroke 
to this end was the placing of von Bis­ 
marck-Schouhausen, the man of unbending 
will and wonderful sagacity, at the head of 
his Cabinet in 1862—a position be has 
filled for more than twenty-six years, and 
upon the basis of which that brilliant, 
acute and wonderfully far-seeing Prince 
has builded the reputation of the master 
mind of Europe. 
King W illiam was al­ 
ways fortunate, or w’ise, in choosing his 
Ministers and counselors, and to this, 
more than to any notable trait of charac­ 
ter, or of ability to rule, or mastery of po­ 
litical science, has been due the magnifi­ 
cent success of his long and eventful 
career. 
H e possessed one of the traits of 
character 
that 
distinguished 
General 
G rant—he stood by his advisors and de­ 
serted them only when it was hopeless 
longer to counsel with them. 
The grand 
ambition of his life— the unification of 
Germany—he accomplished. After reduc­ 
ing the claim of A ustria as a first-class 
power and crushing France like an egg­ 
shell in his hand, he mounted the grand 
staircase of the palace of French Kings, 
at \ ersailles, and was there, in January, 
1871, proclaimed Emperor of Germany, 
and in March, in Berlin, opened the 
first 
Reichstag under 
the 
new rule. 
Since 
then 
his reign 
has 
been 
one 
of comparative calm ; a rule wise, person­ 
ally pure, and conservative of high moral 
tone. 
The energies of his court have 
been devoted to the building up of the 
industries of the German Empire, the 
fostering of art, the enlargement of educa­ 
tional schemes and the development of all 
the resources of every territory doing 
obeisance to his rule. 
It is impossible in the brief space at 
command to refer to even the greater 
events of W illiam ’s remarkably prolonged 
reign. 
H is first great stroke certainly was 
that which reduced Austria and gave 
Prussia supremacy in Germany. 
It was 
the result 
of a determined resolution 
through German unity to make Germany 
not only the foremost nation of Europe, 
but to extend her commerce and develop 
her possibilities to the fullest lim it of hu­ 
man accomplishment. 
Bismarck thought 
out the details of methods to this end, 
while W illiam, a born soldier, gave his 
attention to building the German military 
structure into irresistible strength. To this 
end he quarreled with the legislative arm 
of the Government, threatened and coerced 
it, coaxed and petted it by turns until his 
end was attained. 
From that moment 
\\ illiam s scheme met with no serious 
checks; while he fashioner’, the army into 
the grandest m ilitary force upon earth, 
Bismarck, equally as ardent for German 
unity and supremacy, with unsurpassed 
political sagacity molded the 
German 
mind to a receptive condition of the King's 
ambition. 
So it came about, perhaps not so early as 
K ing W illiam desired, that Prussia, assert­ 
ing her independence, arose out of subordi­ 
nation to the German Confederation with 
Austria at its head, and the German Em­ 
pire liecame possible as early as 1866, when 
Prussia seceded. 
From that hour, though 
enveloped in the smoke of almost constant 
war, Prussia became the chief power in 
Germany, and W ilhelm the ruler of all 
others upon which the attention of the 
world was fixed, until in 1871, the battles of 
Kings and Emperors having been fought 
out, the twenty-five German States became 
the German Empire, and K ing Louis II. 
of Bavaria tendered to the King of Prus­ 
sia the title of Emperor of Germany, and 
the Grand Duke of Baden flattered the 
new Emperor by quoting the words of 
Frederic 
W illiam IV ., “ An 
imperial 
throne can only be won on the battlefield.” 
The career of Emperor W illiam since that 
time is too fam iliar to readers to call for 
any suggestive references. 
It has been a 
reign remarkable in all respects, strong, 
intelligent, progressive, intolerant of dem­ 
ocratic ideas, yet kindly, humane and up­ 
lifting, and an aid to the march of the 
world to higher planes of knowledge and 
excellence. 


A 
R e p u b l i c a n 
Eastern journal re­ 
marks that the Republican party can some­ 
times better afford to be defeated than 
to win. T hat is very true. 
It can afford 
defeat for principle, right, justice, far bet­ 
ter than it can endure success won through 
fraud, corruption, invasion of the right of 
the ballot and the domination of unscrupu­ 
lous bosses.

SCENES AT THE PALACE. 
A silent crowd is standing near the Pal* 
ace, notwiihstanding that a cold rain is 
falling. The Palace Í9 guarded by a force 
of cavalry. Business in town is virtually 
suspended, and the store are closed. 
At noon all the members of the Imperial 
family, except the Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess, were in the room adjoining that 
occupied by the Emperor. 
At 12:25 Chaplain Koegel gave the last 
sacrament to the Emperor. The Emperor 
was occasionally delirious before noon. 
At 2 o'clock Prince Bismarck went to the 
bedside and the Emperor spoke to him . 
His condition was then unchanged. 
Previous to the news of the Emperor's 
death, special services were held in the 
various churches. 
All the edifices were 
crowded and the congregations joined fer­ 
vently in prayers. 


THE NEWS IN LONDON. 


L o n d o n , March 8th.—The Stock Ex­ 
change and Continental Bourses are flat 
and operators maintain an expectant atti­ 
tude. 
The Queen arrived in London this morn­ 
ing from W indsor and sent to the German 
Embassy to make inquiries concerning the 
Emperor.

C onsidering th e u n c erta in state o f m y h ealth , 
w h ich com pels m e to tem p o rarily ab stain from

L o n d o n , March Sih.—The debate on the 
motion of Sir W aller B. Bartletun (Con­ 
servative) for the appointment of a local 
Commission to ascertain and report upon 
the military measures necessary for the 
protection of the Empire, was resumed in 
the Commons to-night by Lord Churchill. 
He commenced his speech by reminding 
the House that no less than 178 members 
were connected with the arm y and navy 
servicts, and that the debate had disclosed 
their absolute unanim ity on one point, 
namely—that

mense increase in expenditures, the m ili­ 
tary position of England was deplorably 
bad. The remedy of these members was 
the expenditure of more money, but his

expenditure. 
Enough had already been paid to maintain 
both services in a state of splendid effi­ 
ciency, but the Englisn system was with­ 
out parallel in any other country. Military 
men who had been trained in the business 
of arms were being subordinate to civilians 
who were utterly untrained. 
It would 
be just as reasonable for the Prem ier to 
nominate Mr. Labourchere for Archbishop 
of Canterbury, or to make Mr. Chaplin 
Lord Chancellor. 
[Laughter.] 
Military training seemed to disqualify a 
ruan from managing the W ar Office, and 
that m ust be altered. 
Financial control, 
after the estimates are granted, ought to be 
placed in the hands of responsible officers. 
English officers were made spending ani­ 
mals, instead of, like German 
officers, 
rivaling one another in economy. 
The 
stores for a German regiment coiiid go to 
the front on twelve hours’ notice, without 
prolonged letters from the W ar Office. 
That could 
not 
be 
done in England 
without piles of folios passing and repass­ 
ing every day. The monstrous waste in 
money extended to every branch of the 
service. A rigid and vigorous inquiry and 
radical reforms were imperatively neces­ 
sary. He could not vole confidence in the 
existing system. 
It is hopelessly bad.

Stanhope, Secretary of War, intimated 
that the Government would sanction in­ 
quiry into any definite matter connected 
with the estimates, but would resist the ap­ 
pointment of a royal Commission of a 
vague and general character.

S h o o tin g S c rap e on th e S te a m e r P rid e o f 
th e R iv er. 
The steamer Pride of the River on her 
trip to this city from San Francisco took on 
quite a num ber of passengeis at W alnut 
Grove. Amoug them was Constable C. P. 
Hensley, who had charge of two prisoners, 
a white man and a Celestial, who were ar­ 
rested for chicken stealing, and a carpenter 
by the name of G. W. Holland. The entire 
party was loaded with grog when thev 
boarded the vessel, and as they freely 
patronized the bar on the boat, the entire 
outfit were soon gloriously drunk. They 
became quite hilarious and finally con­ 
cluded, with the exception of the Con­ 
stable, his prisoners and Holland, to have 
the vessel stop and put them off. The Cap­ 
tain of the steamer wishing to rid himself 
of the noisy crowd, stopped the boat at 
Daly’s landing and let them off. 
Hensley and Holland did not go to bed, 
and their frequent visits to the bar soon 
made them very ugly, and an old grudge 
which had been smoldering for some time 
broke out, and finally ended in a shooting 
scrape, which came near ending fatally to 
both. 
From the barkeeper, who seems to 
have been the only witness to the atlair, it 
appears that Hensley struck H olland over 
the head with a pair of hand-cuffs. Hol­ 
land then knocked Hensley down, and the 
result was a rough-ai.d-tumble fight. The 
m en were separated and then drawing their 
guns renewed hostilities at short range. 
The 
shooting 
commenced just as the 
steamer slowed tip at her landing at the 
foot of K street. Both men were shot 
once, two or three of the balls going wide 
of their m ark. W ord was immediately 
sent to the Police-station, 
and officer 
O’Meara went down and arrested both of 
the men and took them to the Receiving 
Hospital. The City Physician was im m e­ 
diately summoned, and 
cared for the 
wounded men. 
Hensley’s wound was in the left breast 
about an inch above his heart. 
The bullet 
struck a rib and glanced off toward the 
shoulder, where it seems to be imbedded 
in the muscles. 
H olland’s wound is in the left breast, 
about an inch above the nipple, and seems 
to have gone through and lodged some­ 
where in the back. 
Neither wound, al­ 
though painful, seems tobe dangerous, and 
both are resting comfortably. 


H o l l a n d ' s s t a t e m e n t . 
George W. Holland was found by a 
R eoobd-U n io n reporter in one of the large 
cells leading from the jail-yard. He said : 
“ Hensley is a good man, but he was drunk 
and made a fool of himself. H e treated 
the two prisoners he was bringing up on 
the boat íb the most brutal and outrageous 
m anner, and is to blam eforall this trouble. 
I ’ll tell you ail about it. I did some car­ 
penter work for Hensley some two years 
ago, for which I never got m y money. 
About a year ago last November I was taken 
down with rheumatism, and have not been 
able to work since. 
I run out of lunds. 
and was afraid the hotel keeper would 
throw me out because I could not settle. I 
sofike to Hensley about the bill. H e said : 
right, Holland : I'll go to Sacramento 
and get the money and pay you.’ H e went 
to the city and returned, but did not speak 
to me about the bill. I waited patiently, 
not wanting to dun him . 
I saw him 
come into the hotel almost daily and play 
pedro, and throw upon the counter three 
or four dollars a week for drinks. This 
made me feel hard towards him, and finally 
I spoke to him again, when he repudiated 
the bill, saying that he did not suppose I 
intended to charge him for it. In m y 
straightened circumstances this was very 
unkind, and I felt it keenly. We had some 
words. 
Well, last night, as I said, we were 
both on the boat. 
Hensley mot me in the 
bar-room, and, applyipg a vulgar epithet, 
struck me a heavy blow over the head with 
a pair of handcuffs. Here is the wound, 
and the blood on my face came from it. 
The blow stunned me for a moment, but 
when I recovered I struck him a blow in 
the face that sent him sprawling to the 
Hoor. 
I got on top of him, and was giving 
it to him the best I knew how. I could 
have done a better job of it had it not been 
for my rheumatics, llut I was doing a good 
job, was punching him for all that was out, 
when the barkeeper, who was the only per­ 
son present, pulled me off. As I got up I 
made a kick at his face, hut the barkeeper 
jerked me. and I missed my mark. If I 
had succeeded in that kick he would not 
have been able to be so handy with his pis­ 
tol. As soon as he got up he pulled his 
gun and shot me, and then 1 pulled and 
fired too. 
We both fired two shots. At 
least, he fired twice, and 1 think I did too. 
I know my pistol was discharged once.” 


THE OTHEB SIDE. 
O. P. Hensley is an old and well-known 
resident of Andrus Island, where he resides 
with his family. Like Holland, he is a 
man well along in years, and has a family 
of grown-up children. H e claims that 
Holland was the aggressor, and fired the 
first shot. 
He is Constable for that section 
of the county, and as above stated was on 
his wav to the county jail with two prison­ 
ers. 
After being arrpsted he suddenly 
thought of his two prisoners. Search was 
made for them, but they in the excitement 
had skipped out. The white man went to 
the jail and gave himself up, while the 
Chinaman was found secreted in an opium 
joint on I street. 
Both men were admitted to bail in the 
sum of $1,000 each, and their examination 
set for Thursday, March 22d, at which time 
it is thought both will be able to appear in 
Court. The fact that the shots did not re­ 
sult fatally is not so much owing to bad 
m arksm anship as to the fact that both men 
wore heavy overcoats that were buttoned 
up, and which took off the force of the 
bullets.

The committee on entertainment 
consisted of President George Llewellyn 
and Messrs. Skelton, Nathan and W right, 
to whom is due the success attained. After 
the audience had been welcomed by Presi­ 
dent George Llewellyn, the following pro­ 
gramme was rendered: Piano duet, by 
Misses Parsons and Platt: song, by R.

N on-Partisan.

The Democratic City Convention met in 
Armory H all last night to nominate a 
ticket to be voted for at the municipal elec­ 
tion next Tuesday. 
The gallery was 
crowded with visitors. The Convention 
was called to order by J. C. Kelly, Chair­ 
man of the City Central Committee. He 
said this was a time lor the Democracy to 
lav aside all their differences and select a 
ticket that would suit the entire party, and 
at the same tim e such as the citizens of 
this city generally can support. That with­ 
out that the Democracy can do nothing. 
G. G. Pickett nominated for temporary 
Chairman J. W. Hughes ; seconded by Isa- 
dore Townsend and carried unanimously. 
Mr. Hughes returned thanks in a brief 
speech, and said he hoped the Convention 
would nominate a ticket that all good citi­ 
zens could support. 
Secretaries were chosen as follows: 
I. 
Alexander, W arner S. Harris and T. S. 
O’Neal. 
The list of delegates as published in the 
newspapers was adopted as the roll call of 
the Convention. 
J. M. Henderson moved that a committee 
of five be appointed on perm anent organ­ 
ization and order of business. Carried. 
The Chair appointed J. M. Henderson, 
Clarence Clark, W m. Coyne, W. D. Law­ 
ton and Matt F. Johnson as such com­ 
mittee. 
R. M. Clarken moved that a committee 
of five be appointed on platform and reso­ 
lutions. Carried and the following were 
selected: 
R. M. Clarken. Thomas Fox, 
Wm. McLaughlin, It. O. Cravens and W. 
A. Gett, Jr. 
T. Sweeney was 
elected 
Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and the Convention took a recess for 
five minutes in order to give the committees 
time to report. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
The Convention leconvened at 9 p. m ., and 
the Committee on Perm anent Organiza­ 
tion and Order of Business submitted the 
following report, which was adopted : 
We, your Committee on P e rm a n e n t Organiza­ 
tion and Order o f Business would beg leave to 
report as follow s: 
That the tem porary officers of the Convention 
be the perm anent oflicers. 
Order of business : 
First—The nom ination of a City Central Com­ 
m ittee, one at large and two from each ward 
Second—The nom ination of a candidate tor 
Third Trustee. 
Third—Nomination for Chief of Police. 
Fourth—Nomination for City Attorney. 
Fifth—Nomination for Fire Commissioner for 
long term . 
Sixth—Nomination of a Fire Commissioner for 
short term. 


PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS. 
The report of the Committee on Platform 
and Resolutions was read as follows and 
adopted: 
The Democracy of Sacram ento city, in Con­ 
vention assembled, do ordain the following as 
their platform upon Yvhich they ask all good 
citizens to place them selves: 
Resolved, T hat in the national adm inistration 
of Grover Cleveland we realize the exposition 
of Jeffersonian principles, backed by the ster­ 
ling, stubborn patriotism of Andrew Jackson, 
and see therein the fruition of the nation’s 
fondest hopes. 
Resolved, T hat in the future, as in the past, 
the Democratic party pledges itself to use every 
effort to exclude the Chinese race from future 
im m igration to any part of this land, and we 
heartily com m end and congratulate our Demo­ 
cratic Congressmen in the conversions they 
have made among their Eastern brethern to the 
faith contained in the expression thut "T h e 
Chinese m ust be forever excluded from Ameri­ 
can soiL” 
Resolved, T hat in the signingof the new treaty 
this day by President Cleveland, w hich will 
tend to exclude the Chinese forever hereafter 
front the land, we see the first glim m er of light 
that points to the land of promise alter so long 
a night of affliction, because of the presence of 
th at undesirable class among us. 
Resolved. T hat in the death of the lam ented 
Governor Bartlett the State has lost one of its 
most enlightened statesm en, pure-m inded citi­ 
zens and honored m en. whose plaee in public 
office or public trust will be hard to till. He 
was w ithout lault and w ithout reproach, either 
in the social world or in the m any public places 
to which he was repeatedly called by a confid­ 
ing people. 
Resolved, T hat we pledge the candidates nom­ 
inated by this Convention to a full, forcible and 
fearless discharge of their sworn obligations, 
and an enforcement of the laws as they find 
them , w ithout iear or favor, the fear of punish­ 
m ent or the hope of reward. To this pledge of 
principles we invite the co-operation of all good 
people, living in the firm belief that in their en­ 
forcement will be found a platform long, strong 
and broad enough for all good citizens. 


NOMINATIONS. 
Matt. F. Johnson placed in nomination 
for Chairman of the City Central Commit­ 
tee Thomas Fox, a man who. be said, pos­ 
sessed all the qualifications necessary, and 
who was a true-blue Democrat. 
J. C. Kelly named for the position 
Michael J. Burke, whom he claimed as a 
zealous partisan, and who had no peer in 
the ranks of the Democracy. 
The roll was called. Fox secured all the 
votes but his own in the First W ard, and 
all but three in the Second. Burke's sup­ 
porters were mostly in the Third Ward. 
The vote stood: Fox, 89; Burke, 44, and 
Fox was then unanimously elected. 


CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
The Convention took a recess for ten 
minutes in order to allow the different 
wards an opportunity to select two Central 
Committeemen. They selected the follow­ 
ing : 
First W ard—Clarence B. Clark and M. J. 
Sullivan. 
Second W ard—R. Singleton and W. S. 
Shields. 
Third W ard—G. G. Pickett and Frank 
Yager. 
Fourth W ard—W. W. Ellis and A. A. 
Dassonville. 
THIRD TRUSTEE. 
R. O. Cravens said this wa3 an im portant 
office to the tax-payers, and in the interest o 
good government. The people of this city 
owing to recent events, are excited from ceñ 
ter to circumference, and the good citizens 
generally are looking to us to present them 
the very best material we have. I wish to 
name a man who has resided in this city 
for 25 years: a mechanic, ever found at his 
bench, honest, industrious, and honorable; 
a mac that will command the votes of all 
self-respecting citizens. I present the name 
of H. C. Wolf. 
Martin Stinemitz placed in nomination 
W illiam Gutenburger. who, he said, had 
been tried and never fonnd wanting. 
R. M. Clarken said we were surrounded 
by an independent set of men who are 
asking that a good clean ticket, untram ­ 
meled, and whose skirts are clean, be nom i­ 
nated. I propose to name a man who can 
poll the independent vote and every Demo­ 
cratic vote in Sacramento. He named for 
Third Trustee James McGuire. 
A man 
whom, he said, there was no purer in the 
private walks of life. 
Mr. McGuire arose and positively de­ 
clined. 
Richard Singleton moved that each can­ 
didate be assessed $5. The motion was 
voted down by a large majority. 
Messrs. W olf and Gutenberger came be­ 
fore the Convention and indorsed the plat­ 
form. The roll was then called with the 
following result : 
W olf 76, Gutenberger 
61, and Mr. Wolf was, upon motion, made 
the unanimous choice of the Convention. 


CH IEF OF POLICE. 
Wm. A. Gett placed in nomination for 
office of Chief of Police the name of Tim ­ 
othy Lee. It was greeted with rounds of 
applause. 
W. F. Daily placed in D o m in a tio n J. M. 
Sullivan. 
It. M. Clarken named for the position 
Larry W. Farrell. 
When Mr. Lee came to the platform he 
was greeted with storms of applause. He 
said he felt sure that if he was nominated 
he would be elected. If elected, he would 
discharge his duties without fear or favor. 
The 
other 
two 
candidates — Messrs. 
Sullivan 
and 
Farrel — were 
also 
p p la c 
indorsed the platform and pledged support 
of the ticket, whether elected or not. 
The roll was called, and eacli member, as 
he voted, walked up to the clerk's desk and 
deposited a half-dollar. The vote stood: 
Lee. 64 ; Sullivan, 54 ; Farrell. 19. 
As 137 ballots were cast, it took 69 to 
elect, and there being no choice, another 
roil-call was ordered. 
On the next ballot the vote stood: Lee, 
73; Sollivan, 62; Farrell 3. 
Mr. Lee was declared the nominee of the 
Convention amidst loud and long-continued 
applause. 
W. S. Shields moved to make his nom i­ 
nation unanimous, and it was so ordered 
amidst the greatest applause. 


CITY ATTORNEY. 
R. M. Clarken placed in nomination for 
City Attorney W. S. Church. There being 
no other candidate, he was nominated by 
acclamation. 
FIR E COMMISSIONER. 
For the short term of Fire Commissioner 
Matt. F. Johnson placed in nomination W. 


D. Comstock, and he was nominated by ac­ 
clamation. 
R. O. Cravens said he congratulated the 
Convention upon the excellent work which 
it had done. The office of Fire Commis­ 
sioner was one of the most im portant in 
the city. It should be non-partisan. 
It 
was not a place for spoils, but a position to 
be given to men who will discharge their 
whole duty to the people. We are con­ 
fronted with a strange state of affairs. 
We 
have nominated all good Democrats. We 
cannot nominate a Republican, but we can 
do better. 
He then read the following res­ 
olution, which he asked the committee to 
adopt: 


W h e r e a s , The protection of life and property 
from the disastrous effects of fire Is param ount 
to all jparty coDsideiations, all attem pts to m ake 
the hire Departm ent of the city subservient to 
peisonal political am bition, and its employes 
the m ere servitors of party cliques should be 
discountenanced: therefore. 
Resolved, Thnt in the spirit of non-partisan­ 
ship, we present the nam es of John Weil and 
W. D. Comstock as candidates lor Fire Commis­ 
sioners, in the following o rd e r: John Weil, 
long te rm ; W. D. Comstock, short term . 
Bob Singleton—If we can't get material 
in the Democratic party to fill the office, 
by God, we had better quit. 
R. M. Clarken favored the resolution 
offered by Mr. Cravens. “ No one can doubt 
my Democracy. 
I have been too often 
covered with the nam e of John Weil on 
that ticket. 
We can 
elect the whole 
ticket. 
I am glad the Convention has 
named so strong a ticket. John Weil is 
not so much a Republican as he is a non­ 
partisan. I often think we would do better 
for us to be less non-partisan. 
W e must 
make some concessions to the other side.” 
Anthony Green was opposed to Weil, 
and said, let us till out a Democratic ticket. 
I will not pledge myself to any Republican. 
I hope this Convention will ’ frown down 
the proposition. 
Dick Singleton—He can't get what he 
wants in the Republican ranks, and comes 
here, and I won’t stand it. 
Matt. Johnson favored the resolution and 
indorsed Mr. Weil. He believed it was a 
non-partisan office. H e said it was done 
in selecting the Library Trustees, and he 
believed the Democracy could well afford 
to indorse Mr. Weil as a good man, and a 
fit person for the office. He said Comstock 
and Weil could control the department, 
and keep the Fire Department out of poli­ 
tics. 
W m. A. Gett—We have got to have Re­ 
publican votes, and by indorsing a clean 
citizen I believe it will strengthen the 
whole ticket. 
This Convention will do 
well to indorse John Weil. 
R. O. Cravens said for more than thirty 
years he had worked for the Democratic 
ticket. H e also wished to work for his 
home, the city of his adoption, where his 
children were born, and where he expected 
to be buried. Let us take it out of politics, 
and put in two men who will work for the 
best interests of the city. I don’t care a 
snap for politics in this office, but I do care 
for my home. 
J. C. Kelly referred to the City Library 
Trustees as non-partisan. He favored the 
indorsement of Mr. Weil. 
Make it non­ 
partisan. 
Cantain Dwyer said this Convention 
should do the best thing for the whole 
ticket, and it should indorse the resolution. 
Anthony Green again spoke against the 
resolution. 
The resolution was adopted amidst the 
loudest applause, and the Convention ad­ 
journed with three rousing cheers for the 
entire ticket.

City Attornev—W. S. Church. 
Fire Commissioner (long term )—John 
Weil.

The above ticket is one of the best and 
strongest that could possibiy have been 
nominated, and reflects credit upon the 
loyal majority of the Convention, who 
stood manfully for cleanness in politics, 
and to defeat boss domination from with­ 
out the party. 


D oinentiui'a T rial, 
The trial of Angelo Domentini, charged 
with a criminal assault on little Mary 
W eidman, was resumed in Department 
Two of the Superior Court yesterday, before 
Judge Van Fleet. The forenoon session 
was occupied in securing the two jurors 
necessary to complete the panel. Those 
who were called were subjected to a very 
rigid examination by the counsel for the 
defendant. The following citizens were 
sworn as jurors to try the case : A. Peltier, 
P. Miller, A. llodegerdts, R. Campbell, W. 
Cole, A. Greer, L. D. Green, W. E. Platt, 
J. H . Middlemas, M. G. Eldred, E. A. 
Brown and I*. Herzog. 
At the afternoon session the taking of 
testimony was commenced. A. G. W inn 
was the first witness, being called by the 
prosecution to explain a diagram which 
he had drawn of the building where the 
offiense was committed. 
Mary Weidman was then put upon the 
stand and cave her testimony. She said 
she would be twelve years old the 10th of 
this m onth. W hen asked in regard to the 
assault she broke into tears and sobs, and 
said that she could not answer in the pres­ 
ence of the large ciowd of spectators who 
filled the Court-room. Judge Van Fleet 
requested the audience to withdraw while 
the little girl was giving her evidence, which 
request was promptly complied with, and 
every one retired except those who had 
business in the room. The witness then 
testified that she was selling tickets for an 
entertainm ent for the Protestant Orphan 
Asylum, and went into the store where 
Domentini was employed to sell him a 
ticket, when he forced her into a cellar 
and assaulted her. Her torn and blood­ 
stained clothing, worn on the day of the 
assault, were identified. 
She told her 
story in a straightforward manner, and a 
very rigid examination by Mr. Jones did 
not shake it in any material point. She 
stated that on one occasion, previous to the 
day of the assault, she and a schoolmate 
had seen Domentini standing in the door­ 
way of the store and had asked him for 
cigarette pictures, to which he replied that 
he would give her one for a kiss, which 
she refused. On another occasion he was 
near her stepfather’s saloon, on Second 
street, near J, and beckoned to her to come 
to him, which she reported to her step­ 
father. who spoke to him about it. She 
denied that she went to the store by agree­ 
ment with Domentini and of her own free 
will. 
The case will probably take several days 
to try, as the defense has summoned a 
cloud' of witnesses. 


POLICE COURT. 


F oreclosu re Suit. 
George W . Locke, through his attorney, 
Chauncy H. Dunn, commenced an action 
in the Superior Court yesterday against 
Daniel Dennison, Bridget A. Dennison and 
Minnie A. Dennison, to foreclose a m ort­ 
gage of $800 on certain lots in the town of 
Galt, Sacramento county'. 
The complaint 
sets forth that the note and mortgage were 
executed and delivered on the 22d of March. 
1883, the note being made payable one 
year after date. Plaintiff asks for a judg­ 
m ent in the sum of $800, interest thereon 
$101 50, $100 attorney fees and other costs 
of suit. Also that A. Leonard be appointed 
receiver, and the property sold to satisfy 
the judgm ent.

The case of A. S. Byam vs. George Cash- 
man came up before Judge Armstrong in 
Department One of the Superior Court to­ 
day. 
Counsel on both sides were very 
particular about the jurymen, and at noon 
the venire was exhausted.

A large num ber of witnesses are 
in attendance for both sides, and the tak­ 
ing of testimony will commence this morn­ 
ing. The action is one to recover $6,760 
damages, on account of an injunction upon 
the mine and canal of plaintiff in an ac­ 
tion brought by defendant in the United 
States Circuit Court in September, 1885.

The usual batch of drunks and petty 
offenders graced the dock in the Police 
Court yesterday morning. The presence of 
the two shooters, Hensley and Holland, 
who were connected with the shooting 
scrape on the steamer Pride of the River, 
caused quite an assemblage. Neither of 
the wounded men appeared in Court, both 
having as comfortable quarters down stairs 
as the prison affords. Add. C. Hinkson 
appeared for Hensley, made a statement of 
the case and asked that his client be ad­ 
mitted to bail so that he could be removed 
from the prison for medical treatment. 
After statements by counsel, Hensley was 
admitted to bail, in the sum of $1,000, on a 
charge of an assault with a deadly weapon, 
with the understanding that the charge 
could be changed hereafter in case the City 
Attorney so desired.

| gave bonds, and was removed to the State 
' House Hotel. The examination was post­ 
poned for two weeks, to March 22d.

H e said he fiad tried to be­ 
have him self since lie was discharged from 
jail, but he was a slave to drink and this 
failing had again got the best of him. H e 
begged for a slight punishment, and said 
when he got out again he would steer clear 
of the flowing bowl. The Judge said he 
hoped that the promise to reform would 
make a man of him, and gave him five 
days in prison in order to give him time to 
sober up. 
Ed. Rand, the incorrigible drunk, stood 
up in the dock. H e shook like an aspen 
leaf, looked like a man with the pulsy and 
was acompletespecimeu of a “total wreck.” 
“ You are a little shaky this m orning?'’ 
remarked the Court. 
“ Yes, your Honor, I am a little nervous. 
I would soon recover from that if allowed 
to walk out and exercise a little in the 
warm sun.” 
“ W hat do you imbibe, Edward, that 
paralyzes your brain, that renders your 
limbs useless. W hat kind of liquor do yon 
find that deadens all your faculties and 
keeps you constantly in jail?” 
“ Your Honor, 1 drink anything and 
everything that I can get hold' of that re­ 
vives my drooping spirits. I drink any­ 
thing that stimulates and braces up my 
nervous system.

W alton were next 
called up to answer to a charge of petit 
larceny, being charged with stealing seven 
silk handkerchiefs, of the value of $7, from 
a clothing store at 424 J street. 
The proprietor claimed that he discov­ 
ered the theft before the parties left the 
store, and when he demanded his property 
Ed. Walton took it from under his coat 
with the remark, “ You think you a re ----- 
sm art.”

A H ARD FIG H T. 
M cK enna’s Hold Struggle in D efense of 
C alifornia's liigh ts. 
[Copyright, 1888, by the California Atsociatsd l ’rru.J 
Washington. March 8th.—The bill do­ 
nating 5 per cent, of the cash sale3 of pub­ 
lic lands in California to the State for school 
purposes, favorably reported by a majority 
of the Public Lands Committee, was called 
up in the House by Mr. McKenna this 
afternoon. The Representative from the 
Third District was zealous in pushing this 
bill in committee, and owing to his exer­ 
tion it secured an advanced position on the 
calendar. A minority report in opposition 
to the bill was submitted, and the debate 
to-day demonstrated that it cannot be 
passed without a tight. 
McKenna’s speech in favor of the meas­ 
ure was short, incisive and convincing. He 
recited the history of the terms upon which 
the public land Stares were admitted to the 
Union, and showed that every other State 
admitted prior to California's admission 
had been given 5 per cent, of the cash sales 
of public lands for educational purposes. 
It was a matter of justice and right that 
California should he placed upon an even 
footing with her sister States of the West. 
He said that the debate in Congress 
upon the admission of California showed 
that this grant was not made because 
there was auy purpose of refusing it. But 
the political exigencies of that time were 
such that this question, with several others, 
was left in abeyance for further Congres­ 
sional action. California applied to Congress 
for money equitably due for educational 
purposes many years ago. The State does 
not come as a mendicant, but to ask, as a 
matter ot justice, that the same treatment 
be accorded her as was given States ad­ 
mitted to the Union U' or similar circum­ 
stances. The Unitj 
ates Senate had re­ 
peatedly acknowi „ed the justice of the 
claim, butowin io the difficulty of passing 
bills in the House, which every member 
appreciated, this measure had not received 
the sanction of the House. He said that, 
as the minority report declared, California 
was a rich State. It had expended large 
sums of money for educational purposes. 
It needed more money for this purpose, and 
every dollar that would come to the State 
if the bill passed would be devoted to the 
cause of public education. 
Representatives Jackson of Pennsylvania 
and Landis of Illinois spoke in opposition 
to the bill. The latter had not concluded 
when the hour in which the bill could be 
considered had expired. They alluded to 
the fact that California had received the 
16th and 36th sections of public land in 
each township for school purposes, while 
the public lands i.i States admitted prior to 
California only received the 16th section. 
He said the State was rich and prosperous, 
and did not need assistance. Jackson read 
from educational statistics that California 
had to-day one of the best school systems 
in the country. Other public land States, 
when admitted to the Union, were required 
to give a promise not to tax the sales of 
public laud. The same proposition was 
not applied to the California bill. He said 
it would take $500,000 out of the Treasury. 
Landis was just about to make the state­ 
ment that if the bill passed a large part of 
the money would go "into a claim agent’s 
hands, when the hour expired. 
The bill will come up again for consid­ 
eration on Saturday, when, if a vote is not 
reached within the hour, it will simply be­ 
come unfinished business before the House, 
and no one can tell when it will again be 
reached.

The P resident Kecogniy.es P ublic Senti­ 
m ent on the C hinese Q uestion. 
Washington, March 8th.—The President 
to-day sent to the Senate the following 
message: 
To the Senate: A copy of the following resolu­ 
tion. passed by the Senate on the first day of the 
present month, was delivered to me on the 3d 
instant: 
“ Resolved, That, in view of the difficulties and 
emburrassment that have attended tlte regula­ 
tion in immigration of Chinese to the United 
States under the limitations of our treaties with 
China, the President of the United States be re­ 
quested to negotiate a treatv with the Emperor 
of China, containing a provision that no Chinese 
laborer shall enter the Cnited States.” 
The importance of the subject referred to in 
this resolution has been by no means overlooked 
by the Executive branch of the Government 
charged under the Constitution with the formu­ 
lation of treaties with foreign countries 
Negotiations with the Emperor of China for a 
treaty such as is mentionea in said resolution 
were commenced many months ago and have 
been since continued. 
The progress of the 
negotiations thus inaugurated has heretofore 
been freely communicated to such members of 
the Senate and its Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions as sought information concerning the 
same. It is. however, with much gratification 
that 1 deem myself justified in expressing to the 
Senate, in response to its resolution, a hope and 
expectation that the treaty wilt soon lie con­ 
cluded concerning the immigration of Chinese 
laborers which will meet the wants of our 
people, and the approbation of the body to 
which it will be submitted for confirmation.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
T ile Senate. 
W ashington, March 8th.—Among the 
petitions and memorials presented in the 
Senate to-day was one said to have over 
102.000 signatures from thirty-three States 
and Territories against the admission of 
Utah as a State as long as its people are 
under the control of the Mormon priest­ 
hood. 
Among the bills reported and placed on 
the calendar were the following : To provide 
for a joint celebration at the National Capi­ 
tal by the several American Republics in 
honor of the centennial of the parent 
Republic, the United States. 
Stewart delivered a long speech on the 
coin certificate bill, after which thedepeud- 
ent pension bill was taken up again. 
Manderson replied to some of the re­ 
marks made by Senator Vest last week, 
particularly as to there being no Federal 
ex-soldiers or Confederates either, in the 
almshouses in Missouri. He quoted from 
the report of the Commissioner of Pensions 
showing that on October 15. 1887. there 
were in Missouri almshouses 138 ex-Union 
soldiers and 62 dependent relatives, and in 
the whole United States 16.856 ex-soldiers 
and 4,945 dependent relatives—in all, 
22,001. In addition thereto there are in 
the National Soldiers’ Homes 15,152 in­ 
mates, making a total of 37.153 ex-soldiers 
and their dependents who were dependent 
on charitable institutions. 
Hawley believed the bill to be practical 
sensible and patriotic. He quoted General 
Grant as saying the very last time he was 
at the Capitol: " If I were to be President 
again I would sign a reasonable bill to 
prevent the suffering of soldiers or their 
families.no matter what they arise from, 
and I would not sign a bill to give a dollar 
to any able-bodied man.” He (Hawley) 
stood upon that. He would vote against 
any and every amendment to the bill, be­ 
lieving that as it came from the commitee 
it was a simple, straightforward measure of 
immediate relief to real sufferers. 
A vote was taken, and Wilson’s amend­ 
ment was rejected—yeas 12, navs 43. 
The bill was then reported back from the 
Committee of the Whole, and the amend­ 
ments therein agreed voted o il The first 
vote was on the amendment offered by Call 
to make the bill apply to those who served 
in the war with Mexico, or for thirty days 
in any of the wars with Indian tribes’. Re­ 
jected—yeas 21. nays 37. 
The next vote was on Plumb's amend­ 
ment striking out the word “ totally” be­ 
fore the word “ incapacitated,” and it was 
rejected—yeas 14, nays 42. 
The hill was then passed—veas 44 navs 
16—as follows:
